The  D.  L.  A  W.  train  which  arrives 
at  4:34  was  delayed  at  the  ceDtral  depot 
on  account  of  the  numerous  streams  of 
water  Ibat  poured  over  the  embank¬ 
ments,  carrying  earth  and  stones  with 
them  npon  the  track-bed.  After  half  an 
hour's  detention  while  the  track  was 
being  cleared  the  traiu  proceeded  as  far 
a*  Bloomfield  avenue  crossing,  where 
further  progress  was  impossible.  The 
water  had  risen  in  the  pond,  breaking 
away  the  dam,  the  debris  of  which  clink 
ed  up  the  archway  of  the  stone  bridge 
over  which  the  avenue  and  the  railroad 
both  '•toss.  The  effect  of  this  rhm  an 
unprecedented  freshet  The  aoeurahlat- 
jng  flood  rose  nearly  to  a  level  with  the 
street  The  foundations  of  the  parapet 
on  the  upper  side  of  the  bridge  became 
undermined,  and  the  pressure  of  the 
water  within  caused  the  wall  to  settle 
over  several  inches,  as  well  as  washing 
out  a  prodigious  chasm  under  the  rail¬ 
way  trick, th ns  preventing  the  evening 
trains  from  reaching  Montclair. 

When  at  length  the  archway  became 
unobstructed.  Hie  volume  of  water  in  the 
pond  tore  through  ut  a  fearful  rute,  mak¬ 
ing,  on  a  small  scale,  a  Mill  lliver  flood 
below.  Moffetts  Rolling  Mills  escaped 
without  much  damage,  but  the  Brower 
mill  was  flooded  in  the  basemeut  to  a 
depth  of  3  feet.  Two  bridges  across  the 
race-ways  were  carried  away,  the  dam¬ 
age  amounting  to  acme  3500.

Mr.  Editor: 

In  the  Gazette  of  the  7tb  inst.  I  notic¬ 
ed  an  editorial  under  the  flaming  and 
sensational  heading,  ••Railroad  Laws — 
Rights  of  Passengers — A  Shameful 
Proceeding,”  which  to  say  the  least  was 
so  startling  to  many  of  the  quiet  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  town  that  they  must  huve 

been  reminded  of  th*  poet: 

‘-Mao,  pryuil  man, 

Dressed  in  a  Ullle  Marf  authority,  playe 
Such  tantuatir  triejjgbeh>re  high  Heaven, 

Aa  tuako  tbe  >0^  weep.** 

What!  our  friend  George,  Ahe  most 
a<  cial,  kind,  attentive,  obliging,  gentle¬ 
manly  conductor  on  the  road  “consent¬ 
ing  to  maltreat  a  decent  passenger,  aud 
assuming  the  functions  of  a  judge,  jury 
uud  executioner,"  “resorting  to  slang 
abuse,  in  the  most  opprobrious  language, 
untruthful  aud  insulting  accusations  and 
mulicious^tbreata.”  as  charged  in  said 
editorial,  simply  because  he  with  three 
other  employes  uu  the  road  were  not 
strong  enough  to  put  a  passenger  off  the 
train,  aud  a  passenger, too,  who  "did  not 
like  In  get  involved  in  a  wrangte.” 

It  seems  however  that  there  are  two 
sides  to  the  story,  aud  we  are  informed 
by  reliable  authority,  that  the  said  edito¬ 
rial  contained  a  misstatement  of  facts 
and  that  the  conductor  ueither  resorted 
to  slung  abuse,  nor  need  any  insult¬ 
ing  or  opprobrious  language,  but  on  the 
contrary  did  only  what  he  was  required 
to  dq  by  the  rules  aud  orders  of  the  com* 


on  tbe  ea»t  side 
earthen  embankment  several  bandied 
feet  Iod g,  wbiclf  was  built  at  private  ex¬ 
pense  a  few  years  ago,  at  the  suggestion 
of  C.  T.  Unangst,  as  a  protection  against 
the  inundation  of  hurown  and  neigh¬ 
bors*  property,  in  case  of  a  heavy  rain¬ 
fall.  The  musk  rats  had  so  dumaged 
this  embankment  in  odb  place  tliut  it 
failed  to  do  service  and  broke  away. 
The  alarm  was  given  to  the  residents  be¬ 
low,  tbat  a  young  deluge  was  coming, 
and  tho  wisest  of  them  began  to  prepare 
for  the  worst  l>y  taken  up  basemeut 
c&rp«ts,  removing  furuiture,  etc.  The 
broad  area  bounded  by  Glenwood 
avenue  on  tbe  south,  the  railroad  on 
the  west  and  Bloomfield  avenue  on  the 
east,  was  soon  converted  into  a  large 
pond,  tli®  water  covering  a  portion  of 
Washington  street  to  the  depth  of  3  feet. 
The  yards  and  cellars  of  some  twenty 
dwellings  located  iu  the  above  space, 
were  submerged,  there  l>eing  no  way  of 
exit  for  the  water,  Glenwood  avenue 
below  operating  pretty  effectually  as  a 
dam.  Old  inhabitants  say  ~ibut  years 
ago  a  water  course  of  considerable  mag¬ 
nitude  existed  here.but  which*  is  now 
obliterated.  There  is  a  good  stone  cul¬ 
vert  under  Washington  avenue,  but  it  is 
useless,  Mr.  Msrsereau  in  filling  up  his 
pjoperty  having  effectually  closed  up  the 
outlet.  There  ia  an  arch-way  uuder 
Glenwood  avenue,  but  it  was  paitly  fill¬ 
ed  up  with  rubbish  and  consequently  of 
little  use  until  the  water  rose  above  the 
obstructions.  At  six  o'clock  the  freshet 
at  this  point  was  at  its  height,  and  a 
large  amount  of  loose  door-yard  proper¬ 
ty,  plank  walks,  chicken-coops,  bam-ls, 
luuudry  tabs,  Ac.,  weie  flouting  about 
the  various  premises.  The  bird’s  eye 
view  from  third  story  rear  windows  was 
a  “study  of  water”  and  domestic  land¬ 
scape  combined  such  as  a  comic  artist 
would  have  been  enchanted  with. 

But  it  was  no  light  matter  to  the  resi¬ 
dents  who  were  bo  seriously  annoyed, 
and  they  were  not  slow  iu  expressing 
ibeir  indignation  against  those  who  are 
directly  and  indirectly  responsible  for 
such  a  deplorable  state  of  affairs. 

■Another  flood  from  the  directiou  of 
Orange,  by  way  of  Dodd’s  Luke,  was 
similarly  disastrous.  The  uncontrollable 
clement  poured  across  Glenwood  avenue 
at  a  number  of  points,  many  yards  and 
cellars  were  inundated,  including  the 
stables  and  abattoir  of  W.  J .  Madison. 
Walaesaing  L^ke  again  became  a  rea’ity, 
and  building  lots  were  for  the  time 
being  obliterated.  The  arch  built  to 
accommodate  the  Third  river  in  its 
passage  under  Bloomfield  uvenue  prov¬ 
ed  to  be- altogether  inadequate,  so  that 
the  water  backed  up  and  partly  filled 
tbe  former  lake  site.  The  basements  of 
the  brick  store*  of  Storrs  Bros,  were 
filled  to  tbe  depth  of  four  .or  five  feet, 
M  well  «*  the  rear  yards.  Nine  new 
out  buildings  fitted  from  tbeir  founda¬ 
tions-  Four  of  them  were  drawn  out 
into  the  current,  along  which  ibey  were 
swiftly  borne.  Striking  the  stone  wall 


to  such  form,  as  they  see  tit.  It  is  none 
of  my  business  bow  they  do  it,  provided 
they  take  me  there  aud  back  in  the  usual 
manner.

Suppose  I  purchase  an  excursion  tick¬ 
et  on  a  steamer  to  Rockaway  and  back 
for  75  cents  when  the  regular  passage  to 
that  place  is  50  cents;  would  that  ticket 
pass  two  of  us  down  to  the  beach  on  tbe 
surrender  of  the  ticket?  Most  certainly 
not-  Neither  would  it  make  any  differ¬ 
ence  whether  it  was  one  ticket  for  both 
ways  or  iu  two  tickets,  one  for  each  way. 
It  was  sold  as  an  excursion  ticket,  it  was 
bought  as  an  excursion  ticket  at  a  reduced 
price, and  it  can  be  used  only  as  an  excur¬ 
sion  ticket.

manner  as  possible.  Before  arriving  at

But  let  us  exumiue  this  editorial  a  lit¬ 
tle  more  minutely  and  see  if  the  writer 
is  sound  either  in  his  principle  or  in  his 
conclusions  of  fact,  or  of  law. 

writer's  position. 

“Our  position,”  be  says,  “was  taken 
to  vindicate  a  principle,  aud  to  resist  a 
public  imposition,” — surely  a  most  sin¬ 
gular  way  to  test  a  principle.  He  knew 
perfectly  well  the  conductor,  Mr.  George, 
\vi*s  as  Impartial  as  he  was  firm  aud  in¬ 
flexible,  and  he  also  knew  that  he  was 
simply  an  employe,  who  had  his  ordors 
and  instructions  from  bis  superiors  whom 
he  must  obey  or  lose  his  position  on  the 
road.  He  also  well  knew  what  the  rnle 
was  respecting  excursion  tickets.  He 
therefore  went  coolly  to  work  vindicate 
a  priuqiple,  and  to  test  the  question  by 
getting  into  a  quarrel  with  net  only  the 
conductor,  but  three  other  employes  of 
the  road,  whom  he  says  he  resisted  success¬ 
ful/-  •  .  - 

Is  a  bitter  quarrel  aud  publio  fight  in 
a  car  loaded  with  passengers  the  proper 
way  for  a  gentleman  tQ  test  his  legal 
rights?  No!  The  pulling  of  hair,  tear¬ 
ing  of  clothing,  scratching  of  faces,  are 
the  acts  of  an  infuriated  mob.^  If  he  had 
questioned  the  right  of  the  conductor, 
he  could  have  permitted  himself  to  have 
been  put  off  the  car  in  a  quiet  manner 
and  then  huve  taken  legal  proceedings. 

Again,  it  is  a  very  singular  fact  that 
the  writer  of  that  article  did  not  think 
of  vindicating  principles  or  of  resisting  a 
public  imposition  till  his  own  toe  was  trod¬ 
den  upon.  No  matter  what  impositions 
were  practised  upon  others,  no  matter 
how  oppressive  the  exactions  npon  others, 
so  long  as  he  escaped,  it  was  all  right 
and  the  company  was  lauded  .by  the  Ga¬ 
zette  and  their  acts  upheld  by  that  pa¬ 
per,  but  as  soon  us  it  touched  his  dignity 
or  claimed  a  nickel  more  from  bis  pock¬ 
et,  he  cries  out  as  follows:  “It  is  time 
that  citizens  should  know  whether  they 
have  any  rights  that  railroad  conductors 
are  bound  to  respect.”  “We  have  in 
this  journal  (The  Gazette)  at  all  times 
endeavored  to  speak  well  of  our  Morris 
A  Essex  Rail  Road  and  in  many  a  discus¬ 
sion  in  our  presence  we  have  maintained 
its  credit  against  the  most  damaging  ac¬ 
cusations  of  meanness,  illiberality,  pic¬ 
ayune  management,oppressive  exactions, 
Ac.,”  Yes,  in  every  instance  where  it  re¬ 
ferred  to  others,  he  must  have  thought 
the  company  iu  the  right,  otherwise  he 
certaiuly  would  not  have  thus  sustained, 
upheld  and  encouraged  them  in  the  rules 
made  T>y  them.  But  it  was  otherwise 
when  there  rules  affected  him  personally, 
and  then  he  rises  up  in  his  strength, 
overcomes  four  strong  men  and  shouts : 
“It  is  time,  Ac.”

Rights  of  Pas¬ 
sengers,  A  Shameful  Proceeding,”  in  which  tbe 
writer  speaks  ot  tbe  experience  be  bad  recently  on 
iny  train.  As  his  “unvarnished  statement"  ia  so 
at  variance  with  tbe  facta  of  tbe  case,  1  beg  to  be 
allowed  an  opportunity  to  reply. 

It  l»  a  notice-able  fact  and  apparent  to  all  that 
when  paaseugers  regularly  purchase  tickets  aud 
regularly  preseut  them  for  passage,  they  experience 
no  difficulty  with  tbe  conductors.  Aud  I  take  plea¬ 
sure  in  stating  tbat  of  tbe  thousands  of  passengers 
who  ride  on  my  train  from  Bloomfield  aud  Uout- 
clair,  there  are  only  two  or  three  who  have  ever 
created  any  disturbance.  This  troublesome,  un¬ 
comfortable  old  man  Lyon,  in  tbe  first  place,  is 
well  known,  not  only  by  every  conductor  on  this 
road,  but  by  tbe  conductors  of  other  roads,  horse, 
car  and  stage-drlv^i  included.  Alter  bangiug 
around  tbe  Superintendent's  office  nearly  every 
day  for  several  weeks,  begging  for  s  pass,  which  of 
course  was  refused  him,  be  commenced  new  tactics, 
namely  :  trying  to  beat  his  way  through  by  very 
smilingly  offering  tbe  conductors  a  copy  of  bia 
paper.  Falling  In  this,  bis  next  resort  was  to  try 
and  ride  on  Uncalled  tickets.  His  latest  exploit 
was  purchasing  an  excursion  ticket  at  Newark  for 
Bloomfield,  and  giving  half  to  bia  aervan 

It  read  “From  Bloomfield  to  Newark.”  He  Inform* 
ed  me  that  tbe  other  half  bad  been  taken  by  tbe 

othST  conductor,  tbat  is,  when  be  wont  from  Bloom¬ 
field  to  Newark,  aDd  now  he  bad  the  wrong  half 
left.  The  servant  girl,  however,  not  baring  been 
posted  as  to  what  part  she  was  to  perform,  stepped 
up  when  sho  saw  there  was  a  disturbance  aud 
staled  tbat  she  bad  tbe  other  half  of  tbe  ticket,  lu* 
noeeutJy  thinking  she  might  allay  tbe  difficulty. 
This  of  course  exposed  tbe  trick,  and  I  ordered 
tbe  “feeble  old  tnao"  t<>  settle  or  get  off  the  train. 
He  refused  to  do  either  ;  aud  the  serenity  with 
which  be  remained  in  his  *e»t  aud  allowed  a  lady 
to  pay  bis  faret  to  prevent  bis  being  put  off  tbe 
train,  was  surprising. 

Aa  to  tbe  charge  tbat  I  used  profane  langnage  to 
him.  tbat  is  something  I  never  dd  ;  as  to  abusive 
language,  I  remember  apptyiug  the  words  "fraud” 
aud  “beat,”  which  terms,  if  inelegant,  are  no  viler, 
and  vastly  more  truthiul,  than  tbe  chbice  epi¬ 
thets  “  nincompoop,"  etc.,  to  be  found  in  bis 
high-toned  article.

Another  Midland  Misfortune. 

A  serious  misfortune  befell  the  Mont¬ 
clair  Railroad  last  Saturday  morning  at 
3  o’clock,  when  some  unknown  party 
set  fire  to  the  draw-bridge  ou  the  Pas>aic 
River.  The  fir®  ooinmeuced  near  the 
water’s  edge,  giving  evidence  that,  the 
bridge  was  approaohed  by  incendiaries 
in  a  boat.

We  have  heard  so  many  complaints 
both  deep  aud  hind,  to  say  nothing 
about  the  curses,  uttered  against  the  Ply¬ 
mouth  Rock  excursion,  by  those  who 
were  the  victims,  tbat  the  question  is 
forced  np,  whether  any  of  the  vaunted 
“grand  pleasure  trips”  are  mnch  less 
than  swindles.  It  was  well  known  by  all 
who  went  to  Newburgh  last  Friday  that 
somebody  iutended  to  make  some  money. 
Men  do  not  intentionally  rnn  steamboats 
for  nothing,  and  there  are  plenty  of 
chaps  always  lying  around  loose  who  will 
gladly  avail  themselves  of  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  of  running  an  excursion  for  the  sake 
of  a  few  hundred  dollars.  Somebody 
mast  pay  for  the  grandenr  tbat  is  prom¬ 
ised,  and  it  will  not  be  the  management. 
If  the  fare  is  low,  tbe  accomodations 
must  be  made  correspondingly  meagre 
and  priocs  of  refreshments  correspond¬ 
ingly  high.  The  profits  on  a  giu-mill  at 
customaiy  prices]  are  enormous,  where 
there  are  plenty  of  customers  ;  bat  when 
tbe  price  per  glass  is  more  than  double, 
it  is  easy  to  see  what  a  source  of  wealth 
a  flanting  rum  shop  becomes.  A  sand¬ 
wich  and  a  cap  of  tea  sold  for  one  dollar, 
and  beef  steak,  vegetable*  and  other  ed¬ 
ibles  at  corresponding  prices,  swell  the 
profits  and  add  to  the  cheekiness  of  the 
swindle.  There  onght  to  be  a  limit  to 
this  sort  of  robbery.  Steamboat  officers 
who  will  dare  to  charge  such  prices  as 
those  charged  in  the  dining  saloon  of  the 
Plymouth  Rock  last  Friday  ought  to  be 
deult-with  us  common  thieves  or  extor¬ 
tioners.  There  ought  to  be  some  regula¬ 
tion  by  which  every  excursion  steamer 
should  be  compelled  to  carry  .  a  certain 
number  of  water  coolers,  well  filled,  uu¬ 
der  heavy  penalties.  These  boats  advert 
tise  to  the  public  abundance  of  pleasure, 
comfort,  kind  treatment,  and  well-sup¬ 
plied  tables  at  the  uptial  hotel  prices.  No 
hotel  keeper  in  New  York  womld  dare  to 
treat  his  guests  with  anything  like  half 
the  meanness  that  is  practised  upon  cer¬ 
tain  of  tbese  boats.  No  third  rate  din¬ 
ing  saloon  in  Newark  would  dare  be 
without  ice-waier  on  an  August  day,  and 
auysrtloan  keeper  who  would  charge  ten 
cents  i>er  glass  for  Jager  would  probably 
bb  mobbed.  Becuuse  these  affairs  are 
afloat  there  is  no  reason  why  their  man¬ 
agers  should  be  allowed  to  practice 
wholesale  piracy.  “Will  yon  walk  into 
my  parlor  ?”  is  the  invitation  extended, 
aud  the  individual  who  is  so  weak-mind¬ 
ed  as  to  purchase  unything  on  board  de¬ 
parts  almost  as  badly  used  up  as  the  poor 
little  fly. 

“No  more  Plymouth  Rock  for  me  !” 
was  the  popular  expression  of  the  weary 
and  drenched  excursionists  on  Friday 
night  And  they  meant  it  The  effect 
of  this  thing  will  be  to  bring  such  trips 
into  bad  repnte.  The  respeotable  public, 
learning  by  sad  experience  that  the 
Tran  A  F*mirminn”«waaa4»  day  of  in- 
convenlence,  discomfort  and  actual  suf¬ 
fering,  will  either  stay  at  home  or  seek 
pleasure  on  some  of  the  lines  of  steam¬ 
boats  that  run  daily  on  legitimate  busi¬ 
ness  regulations.  A  rnn  around  the 
u  uubio,  Nflht  ship  on  the  Magenta  is  every  way 
does  noti»Pre^m^e  one  °f  these  long,  uncer¬ 
tain  voyages,  attended  with  the  usual 
risks  and  provocations.  It  will  probab¬
